SHEEMAN’S FRIEND. 

THE: LITTLE SPECULATION OF SERGEANT 
AT ARMS CANADAY AT THE EXPENSE 
OF THE “‘ MILLIONAIRES’ CLUB.” 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Sergeant at Arms 

Canaday appears to be in the way of getting 

into trouble with the Senate before that body 

mects again in the Fall or Winter. An effort was 
made some time ago to get rid of him, even at 
the expense of an entire reorganization of the 

Senate force. The best excuse, hewever, that 

could be offered at that time for turning him 

out Was that he was not liked—an ex- 
cuse that did not strike Mr. Sherman 
as being sufficient. When the Senate meets 
again it will have had opportunity to consider 
Mr. Canaday in a new light, and possibly in a 
light that may lead some of the Senators to 
question the expediency of asking him to con- 
tinue longer in service in their immediate s0- 
ciety. It is scarcely probable that Mr. Sher- 
man’s ancient fondness fer Mr. Canaday will, 
in this case, be accepted as a valid excuse for 
overlooking an offense that looks very much 
like an attempt to take @ material advantage of 
offictal membersiip in the * millionaires’ club,” 

William Mahone of Virginia and Warner 

Miller of New-York, ex-Senators; George West 

of New-York, ex-Representative, and John P. 

Jones, still a member of the Senate, have 

brought a suit in equity in the Circuit Court 

of the United States tor the Eastern District 
of Nerth Carolina in which they make the Caro- 
lina Otl and Creosote Company, J. N. Sebrell, 

R. E. Heide, J. F. Divine, Daniel L, Russell, 

i. R. Brink, and W. P. Canaday the respond- 

ents. The crevsote company is a North Caro- 

line corporation, and all of the respondeuts are 
citizeus of that State. Just how the states- 
men Co mplainants came to get in such close 
company with Mr.Canaday aud bis fellow North 

Caro.inians is not known. At all events, toaey 

are 1n—Manhone for 154 shares, Warner Miller 

for 412 shares, Géorge West for 566 shares, and 

Mr. Jones for 400 shares. The par value of 

the shares is $100 each, and the company is au- 

thorized to have $500,000 of capital stock. 

Canaday was the President of the company, 

and it was doing so well eariy in its ca- 

reer that it had declared a dividend of 

3 per cent. On March 25,” according to the 

complaint, the respondents attended &@ meeting 

in Wilmington of the Board of Directors, and at 
that meeting Canaday is accused of precuring 
the election of A. Thomas as President. 

Tnomas is a claim and patent attorney ageut ab 

Washington. The charge 1s that Canaday’s resig- 

nation and theelection of Thomas was in pur- 

suance of a fraudulent conspiracy to defraud 
the complainants, who had no notice of the 
meeting. 

They also charge that on March 25, at Wil- 
mington, the respondents, acting under a secret 
understunding aud by fraudulent cumbination 
with Canaday and Thomas, pussed a resolution 
directing Lhomas to issue a certificate tor 781 
shares of stuck, ye be held as security by some 
ene who would lend the company $20,000. 
his, the complainants say, would irreparably 
injure the property ef the company und its 
stockholders, ‘Lue objection to thus raising the 
movey 18 set -forth to be that it was tor 
the private purposes of Canaday and his as- 
seciates. It is charged that Canaday bas 
undertaken to hy pothecate the stock of tue 
company tor his own purposes, greatiy depreci- 
aling the stock acd dumaging tbe business. 
But they go still further in jayng bare some of 
Mr. Canaday’s Way8 in business, They say that, 
being iutrusted as President with the sale of 
4ts steck, he suld a large part of tue stock at 
$40, $50, and $60 a share and reported to the 


The cunipisinants say Canaday apprupriated 
the difference to Lis ewno use. In vivlation of 
ap agreement by ali the etockhoiders that nous 
of them should dispose of his stook without the 
cupsent of the others, Vauaday 18 charged with 
having purchased 1,0V0 shares at $20, and as 
having been endeavoring to sell it to others 
than the original stockholders at $50 to $60 
a share. Having obtained the 1,0U0 shares 
from two persous at $2Uashare,Canaday under- 
touk to sell them to Sendtor Jones—himself a 
shareholuer—Wwho hall pald $75 for bis three or 
four hundred shares, apd tried to persuade 
Jones to take 400 or more shares at $07 per 
share. Lhe senators who have gvuve into busi- 
ness with their Sergeant-at-Arms also aceuse 
him of setting up in vuUsiness for himself in the 
same line |. t Fernaudina; Fia., procuring hiin- 
self to be elected President of the rival.com- 
pavy, and of disposing to 1t the patents of 
the Carolina Oil and Creosote Company. 
The company is alleged to be wholly under 
Cavaday’s control. ‘the complainants very 
elaborately express the opinion that the com- 
pany, if continued under the snanagewent of 
Canaday, whois deolared tu be absoluteiy in- 
solvent, Will become practieally worthless. It 
is therefore asked that the court will direct a 
United States writ of subpcena to issue com- 
manding the defendants to appear, answer, and 
siand by such order and decree as may be 
made; and if Thomas, a man Whum Canaday at- 
tempted to make President of the company, 
and who lives in Washington, suouid 
come within the jurisdiction of the court 
they ask that he shail be mauve amenabie to the 
same uecree, ‘They ask that Canaday and the 
other defendants aiso be restrained from trans- 
acting any further business; that the court 
direct a special weeting of the company to be 
held for the purpose of removing W. P. Canaday 
from the oftice of President, and that a receiver 
be appointed to take possession of the property 
of the company, suvject to the further oruer of 
the court. : 

There were filed with the bill ef complaint 
nine imterrugatories, which Mahone, Miller, 
ana the other complainants asked that Mr. 
Canaday shall be required to answer. They 
want to know, for instance, if he isthe owner 
of any snares of the’ Carolina Company or the 
Fernandina Company, and if he is, trom whom 
did he obtain them, what did he pay for them, 
whether be has sold any of them, andif he hss, 
for how much. They would aiso like to kuow 
whetuer he has hypothecated any of the stock 
as vollateral seourity or votberwise, andif be 
has, where did he get it, with whom, upon 
what terms, and wheu was it hypothecaied ? 
Mr. Canaduy is also requested to answer whether 
he has not lasued in the name of Jolin P. Jones 
atock to the amount of 600 shares, without tne 
knowledge ef Mr. Jones, and whether he did not 
indorse the name of John P. Jones on certiti- 
cates without Mr. Jones’s knowledge or consent 
aud depesit the same with John C, Calhoun to 
obtain a loan for his own versonal benefit of 
$10,000 or any other amount. He is ajso asked 
vo answer specifically and elaborately inquiries 
as to whether he did nov, without consultation, 
dispose of 4,000 shares of the stock of the 
Fernandina Company at rates much higher 
than those which he accounted to the company 
for, and whether he has not sold to various 
parties shares of stock of the Creosote Compan 
at much higher rates than he reported suc 
sales to the company. wee

THH BEARS TAKE AN INNING. 


ANB POUND THE CHICAGG MARKET 
FOR GRAIN AND PROVISIONS. 

OnIcaGo, April 11.—It was another bear day 
on ’Change, and the trend of values for both 
grain and provisions was again downward. 
Both opened weak, and in less than fifteen 
minutes there was a decline of 25 cents in pork 
and 5 to 71. cents In lard and ribs, as compared 
with yesterday’s elosing prices, hogs being 5 to 
10 cents lower, Wheat was weakened by re- 
ported rains ihn Dakota ana by the Government 
crop reports of April, showing the general 
average condition of the Winter wheat as 94, as 
against an average of 82 Fast April. 

Only 48 cars of wheat were received here, but 
the grading was very satisfactory and one- 
-third of the arrivals inspected as Now2. July 


Wheat opened at 831, cents, a decline of one- 
half cent. May opened one-half cent lower, at 
8612 cents. Cudahy, Ream & Baldwin and 
Farnum were the biggest sellers, but the crowd 
generally sold and agood deal ef wheat changed 
hands. 

The decline brought out a large demand from 
the shorts, and Walker & Co. covered about 
one million bushels tor July, while Jones, Ken- 
nett & Hopkins, .Schwartz & Dupee, l[es- 
ter, Bryant,.anad McDougall were good buyers. 
Robert Liadblom was quite bullish, but did not 
buy heavily. During the ‘later part of the ses- 
sion most of the leading tirms were on the sell- 
ing side, and the only buying which attracted 
much notice during the day was that by J. J. 
Bryant and Milmine & Bodman, though Ream 
covered some July wheat at $2% cents, and 
“Hutch” bought some. May wheat closed at 
863g cents and July at 82% cents, showing a 
deeline for the day of 5g to 7, eent. 

About the only crumbs of comfort the bulls 
could extract from the dispatches came from 
the Northwest in the shape of denials by the 
elevator people up there that enough rain had 
fallen to do any gvod, that Minneapolis millers 
were taking wheat now and paying for it that 
had been bought for May delivery, and that 
they were ‘advising their correspondents that 
there was money in flour at present wheat 
prices. 

Along with these bullish dispatches from the 
Northwest eame some good-sized buying orders. 
Holders of wheat in that part of the eeuntry 
feel strong on the situation without adoubt. It 
is feared in some quarters ere that tue right 
kind of weather will bring ont large lines of 
long Wheat beld for Northwestern account and 
thus add greatly to the depression already ex- 
isting. Itis a contingency that cannot be ever- 
looked. Is was reported that 25,000 bushels of 
wheat were worked here and 25,000 bushels 
more in Milwaukee to-day.

It is impossible to state at present just what 
the assets are, b ititis thought they, will prove 
sufficient to pay a pretty good dividend. 

The failure was a great surprise to the leather 
trade and to the street. Generally their credit 


steod very high upto within a few days, and 
their paper sold readily at 5 and 6 per cent. 
with a single indorsement. 

The prineipal creditors are Boston anda other 
Massachusetts banks. The causes of the failuge 
are losses incurred by the failure of other 
houses, a depreciation in values, an acéumula- 
tion of stock on hand, and the consequent in- 
ability to raise money. 

The main cause of the embarrassment is the 
shrinkage of values. This has been going on 
steadily during the past two years, and has 
amounted to at least 25 per cont. The members 
of the firm are not speculators, and have 
been engaged in ne ventures outside of 
their legitimate bueiness, The firm 
has large tunneries in Peonsylvania, New-York, 
Maine, and Massachusetts. The volume of busi- 
ness transacted annually by them is estimated 
at $1,500,000. Their sales have been. princi- 
| pally in New-England, although they-have ex- 
ported to some extent. 

The capital of the firm two or three rears ago 
is said to have been about $200,000, and it was 
the capital prin ipally of Mr. Billings. Mr. 
Billings has been partner 1n various leather 
houses in Boston for the past fifty 
years, but the firm of Billings & Eaton 
bas been in existence only about seven years. 
He is now about seventy-tive years old, and en 
that account and because of his sterling busi- 
ness integrity and personal quatities much sy m- 
ted is feit for him in the business and sucial 
world.

BAD FOR THE MEAT TRUST 


SOMEBODY KNOCKS THE PROPS 
FROM UNDER IT. 

THE GREAT MEAT COMPANY’S CHIEF 
OFFICERS RESIGN AND ITS BROKERS 
REPUDIATE IT. 

Wall-street was treated to something of a 
sensation yesterday. The plans of some more 
or less eminent flaanciers weat wrong and their 
sorrows were retailed all over the Stoek Ex- 
change district. Statesmen like Deacon §. V. 
White and “Steve” Dorsey of 1880 “ soap” 
fame, and Col. Bob Ingersoll are among the 
sorrowing. 

It was much the fashien not so many years 
ago for men of ineans to buy and even steal 
ranches. Some gentlemen of money bought 


‘their ranches; other gentlemen with pelitical 


*“*pulls” gobbled theirs. All oyer the West and 
far down into the Sonthwest great tracts 
of land and herds of cattle became the: prep- 
erty of men who saw great fortunes in their 
ranch prospects. 

But air castles are hard to anchor. They will 
float around and away. Thus tbe ranehscheme 
for making millionaires. Not long ago Wall- 
street was invited to consider a prospectus tell- 
ing all about the riches awaiting anybody, who 
would get up a Cattle “Trust.” The trust was 
formed. Some of the skrewdest men in 
Wall-street put money into the scheme. The 
money is there yet. The trust has been 
done for these many days. An appraisement 
of its property was made a few days ago. One 
specimen item was a market value of $75,000 
tor aranch that the trust took in for $250,000.

With prudent modesty the ‘“ Deacon,” the

enterprise, including John H. Davis & Co. of 
this city and Irving A, Evans & Co. of Boston. 

Yesterday the subscription books of the coum- 
pany were to be opened. The prospectus of 
the company offering stock at 75 cents on the 
dollar had attracted public attention. Sub- 
scriptions came pouring in. The $4,000,000 of 
stock allotted to the public was in a fair 
way to be deubly subscribed tor forth- 
with; one member of the Astor family had 
taken $500,000 in one lump. Wall-street was 
fuil of expeetations that the price of the stock 
would float speedily away up above par. in 
the midst of this anticipatory bliss out came 
this card on the Wall-street tape:

For reasons which we consider gooi and suffi- 
cient, but not through any lack of confidence in the 
enterprise itself, we have declined to receive apy 
further subvscriptious to the s.oek of the American 
Meat Company.

DOLLARS BY HIS SCHEMES. 

The affairs of the Buyers’ Union of 2 
Cooper Union, the Loomis National Library 
Association of 744 Broadway, and the Consol- 
idatea Buyers’ Jobbing Company of 795 Broad- 
way, book publishing and subscription ocon- 
cerns, were well ventilated yesterday at the 
Jefferson Market Police Court, in the case of 
Albert L. Talcott of 744 Broadway and 16 
Fourth-avenue against Ernest Y. Loomis of 
-795 Broadway and 7 Fifth-avenue. 

The complaint on its face involves a charge 
that on March 27° Loomis, the ex-President of 
the Buyers’ Union, entered its offices at, 2 
Cooper Union and remored te 795 Broadway 
furniture, fixtures, a safe, and other property 
belonging to the Buyers’ Union, of which Tal- 
cott 1s President. The value of the articles was 
put at $1,100 or $1,200. Behindsthis charge 
were otters more serious. Yesterday Justice 
Patterson hela the defendant in $5,000 for ex- 
amination. In default of bondsmen Loomis 
went to the court jail. 

Loomis, in answer to Justiee Patterson’a 
questions, said that the article’ he removed be- 
lunged to him, as he had purchased them with 
his own money, and not with the money of the 
Buyers’ Union. 

The story of the prosecution was told by Ezra 
A. Tuttie, counsel for the Buyers’ Union, Mr. 
Talvott concurring in every statement. Loomis 
comes from Varmontville, Mich. Heis now but 
25 years old. At 17 he became a book can- 
vasser. He wasa “flend” in Ohie and Michi- 
gun, Went into the book business in the West as 
storekeeper and publisher, and in January, 
1887, orgsnized the Buyers’ Union under the 
laws of Virginia and was elected President. 
Subscribers were to receive a set of three of the 
union’s publications and the privilege for 10 
years of buying allits books at wholesale prices, 
but the scheme was really an artifice, it ix 
charged, to catch local agents from whom sums 
varying from $500 to $1,0U0 were ob:ained for 
**privileges.”’ 

Another branch of the venture was the sell- 
ing of stuck, the Capitalization of the company 
being variously represented to be trom $50,000 
to $200,000, Loomis had standing advertise- 
ments in the patent insides of coumtry newspa- 
pers and in many other journals. They calied 
tor agents and puffed the venture. Among the 
books advertised as the property or the publi- 
cations of the company were ‘Talmage’s 
* Around the tea Tabie,” Bradbury’s Eneyclo- 
pedia, ‘Kings of Fortune,’ “Life of Gen. 
Grant,” “ American Farmer,” and “Our Great 
Men.” There were branches in Riehmond, Chi- 
eago, Philadelphia, and New-York, the latter 
being styled the Eastern Department. Loomis 
took care of bradsireel’s, and, according to the 
prosecution, made it a statement declar- 
ing that the capital was $100,000, 
fully paid up. The stock in New-York. 
Chicago, and Philadelphia was worth $27,000 
and the plates and copyrights were worth 
$40,000, The advertising space controled was 
worth $5,000. The company owned an opera 
house and five stores anda farm at Vermont- 
vilie worth $16,300, over a mortgage of $700. 
This property was put in by F. 8. Loomis for 
stock. The fixtures of the company were putat 
$2,000; it was said to have $2,000 tn cash; cash 
dus amounted to $6,500, catalogues were worth 
$500, and bills receivable amounted tv $5,000 
or $6,000. : 

Loomis, the prosecutors say, received from 
eighty to ninety men engaged as State or dis- 
trict agents $60,000, and while he paid $5,000 
tor $50,000 worth of stosk, he sold ail the stock 
and wheedied Richmond people out of $5,000. 

“It was a*paper company in every sense of 
the word,” said Mr. Tuttle. J. B. Sebold, the 
Secretary at the home office, admits that all the 
stock was issued to Loomis and charged to him, * 
and he paid in $5,000 and drew it out on vari- 
ous pretexts. 

« Late last year he had done so well,” contin- 
ued Mr. Tuttle, **that he wanted to slide out and 
80 went gunningfor dupes. Mr. Taleott answered 
one of his advertisements from Chicago and re- 
eeived in reply a letter which said that stock 
would be sole at par. It was fully paid ap, un- 
assessible, and of course represehted actual 
property upto the fullamount. It paid hand- 
some dividends. The cash profits amounted to 
several thousayd dollars a month. In February 
Loomis had so paved the wayito slipping out 
of the concern thathe had wheedled several 
persons outof big sumsand had given theni 
ottices. Mr. Talcott, President, parted with 
$6,000, and C. Z. Hill, Treasurer, with $5,000. 
©. A. Epping of the War Department, Wasbh- 
ington, paid $1,000 and gotthe Assistant Sec- 
retaryship. Harold Russeil Gritfith paid $5,000 
on the understanding that he was to be Loomis’s 
right band man.” 

These officers were to enter on thetr'duties on 
March 1. Leomis was to make money for the 
concern, to which was given the titie of the 
Loomis National Library Association. Loomis, 
om the night of March 27, cleaned out the Cuop- 
er Union oftiee.and took the effects to 795 
Broadway to establish the Consolidated Buy- 
ers’ Jobbing Compauy as arivalto the Library 
Association. 

Messrs. Talcott, Hill, Epping, and Griffith pass 
by the representations made by Loomis, and the 
transactions by which they say he obtained 
$60,000 from district agents. or the present 
they say that he rebbed them of their furniture, 
fixtures, and decuments, seized $7,000 in the 
bank, and let them in “on the ground floor” to 
the tune of $35,000. E. R. Johnes paid for 
some stock with a fifteen-thousand-dollar house 
at Flushing, aceording to the prosecution, but 
he yesterday represented Loomis at the trial. 
Loomis made no statement beyond his replies 
to Justice Patterson’s questioning. 





A VERDIOT FOR MR. HARROWERS. 

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., April 11.—After the faile 
ure of Clarke, Radcliffe & Co., knit goods com- 
mission merehants of New-York, last Summer, 
Lewis E. Harrowers brought suit against Fred- 
erick B. Bard, assignee of the tirm, Jacob Snell, 
Sheriff ef Montgomery County, and »Gershome 
P. Kenyon, father of f. W. Kenyon, one of the 
members of the firm, forthe value of a large 
quantity of knit goods whieh he claimed had 
been obtained from him py Clarke, Radcliffe & 
Co. on fraudulent representations, 

The suit was referred several months ago to 
the Hon. Martin L. Stover of Amsterdam. e 
bas rendered a decision in favor of the plainti 
Harrowers recovers all the goods in suit, 416 
cases, valued at $57,852. The.defendant, Ken- 
yon, made advances ef money to Clarke, Rad- 
cliffe & Co. exceeding $100,000 en the security 
of these and other goods, but the referee found 
that the goods involved in the suit were not de- 
hvered untilafter advances had been made, 
and Kenyon’s claim was uot good against the 
Diaintiff. 





WAR ON THE NEGROES. 

Nyack, N. Y., April 1L—A war of races ap- 
pears to be imminent in Haverstraw. A number 
of negroes are employed in the brickyards dur- 
ing the Summer months, and the foreigners who 
claim a right to the monopoly of work there ob- 
ject to the colored people's presence in the yards. 
The crime of incendiarism is now resorted to 
by some who hate the negroes, and this week 
the second fire has occurred, one of the build- 
ings occupied by the colored people last vear 
being totally destroyed. With ,the arrival of 
Spring some of the foreign brickyard element 
have evidently taken it for granted that the 
negro workimen would soon come to town to re- 
sume their labors, and determined, if possible, to 
aliow them no shelter while there. The fight 
between the two races last Summer was a ter- 
rible one. The negroes on several occasions 
were stoned by a large mob ef foreigners, and 
it is feared that unless precautionary measures 
are now taken similar scenes may be repeated 
this season. A spirit of lawlessness geverns 
the actions of the rieters, and the authorities 
in Haverstraw appear to be too weak to sup-

HOW LEGISLATORS AMUSED 
THEMSELVES YBSTBRDAY. 
THE YATES FRISON BILL PROGRESSED 

*--THE POLO GROUNDS BILI-—-THE 

KEW-TORK HOSPITAL WING. 

ALBANY, April 11.—Having passea the Crosby 
Exoise end Saxton Ballot Reform bilis and 
ordered the Mayor's Repfil Transit bill vo a 
thira reading, the House to-day took hold of 
the convict labor question, and, it must be con- 
feased, gave an exhibition of neither en- 
lightened statesmanship por common humanity. 
The opportunity to pass a g00d meagure, as the 
Savery bill is, and to kill a bad one, ga the 
Yates bill is, was.not grasped, for, to the gen- 
eral surprise, the House agreed to aubatitute 
the Yates no-machinery, ehaingang bill for the 
Savery bill by the close vote of 48 to. 42. 

The debate was opened by Major Savery, who 
made an earnest plea for his bill and contended 
that the State account system was the best sys 
tem for the cenvicte to work on. This, he ean- 
tended, would be better for the canvicta, 
better for the State, and better for the work- 
men. Judge Greene offered an amendments that 
the Superintendent of State Prisons be directed 
to retain in his possession 10 cents a day out of 
the earnings ef each prisoner and upon his re- 
lease te advance 20 per cent. of the tetal to en- 
able him to get along in the world, and to give 
subsequent annual payments on the same basis 
during good behavior. This amendment was 
tavorably received and was eventual! ted.

SHE IS GETTING READY TO TAKE 


PART IN THE NAVAL PARADE. 

The United States steamer Yantic, very 
much to the surprise of every one, slipped her 
moorings Wednesday morning and steamed down 
the East River, under the bridge, anda out 
through the Narrows. As she slipped past the 
Battery it could be seen that she was prepared 
to go to sea, 

The little corvette looked very pretty as she 
glided along over the smooth bay, while her 
long Parrot gun forward and her 8-inch rifle 
amidships gave her a very emart and saucy ap- 
pearance, 

About 4 P, M, the Yantic was seen coming up 
the bay. and a little later she made her rey, up 
the North River to her anchorage off Thirty- 
fifth-strect. Her run down the bay was to the 
eompass buoys at the Horseshoe, evidently for 
the purpose of adjusting her compasses. rom 
her appearance that morning it looked as if she 
were bound right out, and the fact that she did 
not return to the navy yard at night gave rise 
to reports that she must have received orders 
from Waghington to proceed to sea,

turned from Hayti during January with yellow 
fever on board. It has been contended that to 
order her seuth so soon was hazardous to all on

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FIRST TRIP OF THE NEW 
SHIP OITY OF PARIS. 
ABRIVAL IN PORT OF THE MOST OOM- 
PLETE VESSEL OF ITS KIND ON 

THE OCEAN. 

Amid the dipping of flags and the hoarse 
shrieking of whistles the great Inman steamer 
City of Paris made her first arance yester- 
@ay in New-York harbor,.b g cempieted her 
maiden ran across the Atiantioin 6days and 
15 hours. 

As the big ship came up the harbor she:pre- 
sented, in general appearance, a marked like- 
ness to the steamship City of New-York, but it 


did not take long fora sailor’s eye to pick out 
some important difterences between her rig and 


‘make-up and that of the City of New-York. The 


new steamer has altogether better lines of 
speed than the City of New-York. Looking at 
her from in front.she almost tells a sailor that 
instead ef cutting a wave she will rise lightly 
over it. As for her run along to amidships there 
isnot the signof a bulge in her form against 
which a sea can throw a shoulder blow, but by 
reason of this very fineness the big vessel per- 
sists in burying her head into a seaway only to 
fly again into the air whenever alarge wave 


approneken, In the vicinity of the stern the 
hu a peoeuate a very bumpy look whieh is any- 
thing but beautiful. 
Tne new Inman steamer City of Paris is sup- 
pees te be a sister ship of the City of New- 
ork, but this is true seo | nname, In a op 
in rig, machinery, and in appointmeats she 
is very different, and most o! the differences 
clearly denete a vast improvement. In the 
question of the rig, however, this may.not be 
80, for in. the opinion of a naval offieer the big 
ship would be more efficient all round if she 
had arother mast inher and was bark-rigged 
if not ship-rigged. Ase she is rigged the steamer 
earries three masts, all the lower masts being 
of iron, with topmasts of wood socketed in, 
looking very shipshape’ and neat. On the fore- 
mast is a foreyard, a topsail-yard, and a top- 
galiant-yard. Thezmain and mizzen masts are 
fore and aft rigged, fitted also with gaff topsails, 
The City of Paris is not intended wholly fo 
the pacific work of carrying passengers to an 
from Europe. nm these days of vast naval 
fleets and great armies every available shi 
and man are counted on in time of war, and 
to render them more eiiicient both uy and 
man are prepared in peaee for the duty they 
will likely be cailed upon to perform in time 
of war, The British Government, to strengthen 
her naval forces, has nubajnises nearly all of 
the great ocean steamers flying her and 
has furthermore not only pre them for re- 
ceiving batteries in war time to turn them into 
cruisers, but has housed spelt guns, 80 that but 
a few hours’ work at the ks would be neces- 
sary to get all the ordnance on board. When it 
Was contemplated to build the City of Paris the 
British Government at onee offered to subsidize 
her, taking a guarantee that in time of war che 
should be turned over to the Admiralty, the 
Government poring so much per day for her, 
Unger these conditions the big Inman steamer 
was built so that she could be used as a cruiser. 
To the lay eye it might be hard to detect the

The expert- 
ences of the past 10 years, years which have 
developed the greatest changesin ship building, 
have been taken advantage of, afoney a8 
been spent freely. Nothing that could suggest 
itaelf to the sense of luxury and ease has been 
omitted, and as aresult the City of Paris is to- 
day the mest eemplete, the moat luxurious, and 
the mest commodions ef all the “ocean grey- 
heunds,” and, what ia more, she premises ere 
long to-lower her first run of 6 days and 15 
houra down below even the record of the fleet 
Umbria. 

The passage was a good one. It may be bet- 
tered, though it must be remembered that the 
Paris has already had her engines well worked 
dawn to their bearings. Had she been more 
fortunate in the matter of weather on this trip 
her arrival might have been considerably 
sooner, but from her ehief officer it is learned 
that for three days she was plunging heavily 
into the seas of a westerly gale. No doubt she 
caught some of the stiff northwester which has 
been playing havoo of late along the American 
coast. 

There was nothing on board the City of 
Paris that seemed so efficiont yesterday as her 
hydraulic lifts. Hydraulic pressure did the 
work everywhere, from the lighting of heavy 
bales of cargo from the hold or the weighing 
of an anchor, to the running of a dumb waiter 
up and down the pontty hoist, Theanehors of 
the oy of Paris are afier the style ef the Mar- 
tin bill of anchor, while one of them resembles 

reatly those carried by the new steel é¢ruiser 
Yorktown. The one on her starboard bow weighs 

our tons and the port one weighs nearly seven 
tons. Up forward in ths foreeastle it was ob- 
served yesterday that the heavy iron rail was 
twisted and bent. The mischief was caused by 
the heavy seas coming aboard during the recent 
run, 

Viewed in-all respects, the City of Paris can 
be summed up in the one term, “magnifti- 
eent.” She sails for Europe next Wednesday, 
and already her staterooms and berths are 
booked for two months to ome.

NAVAL OFFICER. 

ANWAPOLIS,.April 11—Capt. William T. Samp- 
son, Superintendent of the Naval Academy and 
late @ member of the Board of Fortifieations, 
read te-nighta paper before the Naval Insti- 
tute entitied “ Coast Defense.” 

All who ‘had given to the subject any consid- 
eration, t. Sampson said, were satisfied that 
the coast defenses of the country wore ineffi- 
cient and insufficient. The subject was of pe- 
couliar interest to the navy. The professional 
opinion of the service had not received the at- 
tention which it merited. It was tne duty of 
the profession to consider carefully all schemes. 
and inventions and to assign them to their 
proper positions. Professional opinion should 
be sufficiently flexible to accept the good and 
reject the bad. Some had proposed torpedees, 


others air guns, and others again patriotism, 
Each was goo in its way, but all together were 
Ee senha eatiar 0h $ administy 
sound po. of the recen mintstra- 
tion of navel affairs should he by rere 
Preparations for war which deferred until 
war is imminent invité defeat. To,enforce the 
Monroe doctrine the country must depend 
upon its navy. 
he means of naval defense were torpedo 
boats, an and floating batteries, or coast 
defense vésssels. Torpedoes formed a most im- 
portant part of coast defenses, but were ef 
doubtful utility in a sea engagement, and it 
as only under peculiarly favorabie sondi- 
tions that torpedo boats should attack during 
daylight. Ooast-defense vessels should have 
an advantage over any veboals carrying the same 
guns sentagainstthem. Lighterdraught woulda 
such an advantage, The small depth of water 
of the Atlantic forts, if taken advantage of, 
might prove one of the strongest means of de- 
fense. The aubmarine torpedo boat, in Capt. 
Sampson’s opinien, should be placed in the 
same category as the pneumatic gun—an un- 
tried weapon, 

The conformation of the Atlantic coast was 
such as te form natural divisions, whieh might 
be defended separately, The command of all 
the eoast defenses from Kastport, Me., to Gal- 
veston, Texas, sheuld be under the control of a 
singie officer, who should be stationed at New- 
York or some other central point. The com- 
mander of each section should also be stationed 
ashore and be in direst communieation with 
the Commander-in-Chief, 

The first seetion mightextend from Eastport 
to Cape Ann. The secend seetion might be 
constituted of Massachusetts Bay; The third 
section might comprehend Buzzard’s Bay, Nar- 
ragansett Bay, and Long Island Sound.

The purpose for which the application of 
the civil service rules to the Railway Mail 
Service was postponed to May 1 was re- 
ported at the time to be to enable the Civil 
Service Commission fully to prepare the 
regulations. But as so much time has 
passed and the commission is still left prac- 
tically paralyzed by the omission of Mr. 
HARRISON to fill the vacancies in it, itis 
plain that the delay was not due to the 
cause alleged. Whatever was the reason 
for it, it has given the Superintendent time 
already to make numerous removals, andin 
the fortnight remaining a great many more 
will be made. There is a notable lack of 
indignation in the Republican press over 
this policy. 








According to statements and figures pre- 
sented by the Railway Age, this promises to 
be a rémarkable year for the extension of 
railroads in the United States. It says that 
666 new lines with a contemplated mileage 
of 53,436 miles have been projected during 
the first three months of the year. Of these 
14,818 miles are under construction er con- 
tract, and 9,617 more have been surveyed. 
The entire mileage projected is nearly 
equal to one-third of the entire system of 
the country now in operation, and the 
Railway Age says “the prospect is that the 
roads projected and in various stages of de- 
velopment during 1889 will exceed in ag- 
gregate mileage our entire present com- 
pleted system.” 








It is now revorted that the President and 
Secretary WINDOM have serious misgivings 
about the expediency of nominating Ricu- 
aRD C. Parsons to be Controller of the 
Currency, and that even the urgent and 
persisient appeals of Senator SHERMAN in 
behalf of PARSONS may have been made in 
vain.

Bids for the new 21, per cent. bonds of 
the city were opened yesterday, and $7,457,- 
000 of the nine-million-dollar loan were 
awarded at from par to a preminm of 1.5 
per cent. This indicates that there will be 
no difficulty’ in placing the -rest of the 
bonds at not less than par. This is a re- 
markable financial achievement fof the 
city, for no municipal, State, or national 
loan has ever before beer’ made at so low a 
rate of interest. The British Government, 
in converting its 3 per cent. consols, allows 
2% per cent. interest for the tirst fifteen 
years and comes down to 21g per cent. only 
at the end of that period. And yet the 
new city loan will be regarded as a good 
investment, especially for trust funds. ‘The 
bonds are to run for forty years, with the 
option of redemption at the end of; twenty 
years. They are exempt from taxation, 
and there will be no deduction from the 
income. Considering the high premium on 


Government bonds and the constantly- 


diminishing supply, the city offers a 
better investment, while the security is 
to all intents and purposes just as good. 
The other main reliance for the investment 
of trust funds is mortgages on real estate 
at 4 to 415 per cent., but they are liable to 
taxation at 2 per cent. or more, besides 
running for short periods.. The credit of 
New-York City stands to-day at the top ef 
the list. 
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The sentiment is rapidly spreading in 
New-York that the Centennial Celebration 
Committee has not acted wisely in divert- 
ing the line of the great parade from Broad- 
way, through Waverley-place, to Fifth- 
avenue. The only apparent object to be 
gained by this diversion is to gratify a few 
families on Washington-square and lower 
Fifth-avenue by having the parade pass by 
their residences, while to afford this grati- 
fication the great thoroughfare of the city, 
which has been the scene of every great 
procession in the past, is to be aban- 
doned, and the Washington Monument 
in Union-square, which certainly shonld 
be honored if any place in New-York is 
entitled to special recognition, is to be 
passed by unnoticed. The great plaza at 
Union-square, which offers accommedations 
for thousands of spectators and opportunity 
for the erection of convenient stands from 
which to witness the pageant, is also to be 
passed over, if the line of march proposed is 
followed, and the great mass of people 


which would naturally centre here, is 


to be packed on. Fifth-avenue in a much 
smaller space than is provided in Union- 
square. Mr. CREAMER, it is understeod, 
has a reselution prepared for introduc- 
tion in the Senate to compel the 
committee to change the route of the pro- 
cession and follow Broadway, at least as far 
as Seventeenth-street, circling the Wash- 
ington Monument. Whether the Legislat- 
ure is justified in an attempted interference 
of this kind is a question, but the Centen- 
nial Committee, which has already made a 
number of changes in its programme, could 
scarcely spend a little time to better ad- 
vantage than in considering the advisability 
of altering the line of march of the big 
parade so as to give the best opportunity for 
witnéssing 1t to the greatest number of peo- 
ple. 








ANTI-“ NIGGER” REPUBLICANS. 


Mr. HARRISON is going to have a bad 
quarter of an hour when the two rival 
delegations of Republicans from Alabama 
reach Washington and proceed to lay be- 
fore him a statement of their respective 
views and demands—particularly demands. 
One of these delegations will be headed, if 
the present plan be carried out, by Dr. R. 
MOoSELEY, Chairman of the “ regular’ 
Republican State Committee of Alabama. 
The other will probably be led by the Hon. 
W. A. SmiTH, ex-Governor of Alabama in 
the reconstruction period, when blacks and 
bayonets held the State for the Repub- 
lean Party. The first-named deléga- 
tion will state to Mr. HARRISON 
that 99 per cent. of the votes for 
Republican candidates in Alabama are 
cast by black men, or at least by men of 
various shades of darkness; that they have 
maintained the Republican faith in pros- 
perity and ad'versity, that they have been 
taught to believe that that party was de- 
voted, above all things, to the equality of 
all American citizens under the law and in 
political rights and privileges, and that 
they now claim, in compliance with that 
principle, and with the mode of distribut- 
ing honors and emoluments in the Northern 
States, that the men who constitate the 
strength of the party in Alabama shall have 
a share in the rewards of victory—in other 
words, that a reasonable number of negroes 
shall be given offices. 

On the other hand, the delegation of 
which ex-Goy. SMITH is the chief will rep- 
resent to Mr. HARRISON that they have had 
new light on the proper policy of the Re- 
publican Party in the South. They will 
embody in their statement the substance 
of the constitution and plattorm of the 
“White Republican Tariff League,” organ- 
ized in a conference held at Birmingham, 
Ala., on Wednesday last. They will urge 
that the Republicans should repudiate the 
pledges the party has made so often and 80 
solemnly during the last quarter of a cent-

be a negro, and that its purpose is to build 
up a white Republican Party ‘in Alabama, 
It is not proposed, as we understand it, that 
the votes of negroes shall be refused for 
Republican candidates, though naturally 
the league will not be very zealous to have 
negro votes cast unless they are given to 
such candidates, and it would. be only 
natural that the suppression of the negro 
vote, when it ceases to be Republican, shall 
be looked upon with comparative indiffer- 
ence. 
We say that the study of the two phases 
of Alabama politics presented by these two 
delegations will be calculated to annoy and 
puzzle the President, because each of them 
will be able to claim support from previous 
utterances by Mr. Harrison. Before he 
took office, and perhaps before he had been 
made to see the possibility of building up 
a Harrison party in the South, the Presi- 
dent made at Indianapolis a very elequent 
and impressive speech, in which he gave 
the impression that the deepest concern of 
his heart. was that the Southern negro 
should be allowed to vote as he chose and 
to get his vote fairly counted. In his in- 
augural address, on the other hand, he 
made suggestions of which the “ White Re- 
publican Tariff League of Alabama” is but 
the logical outcome. He will probably de- 
cline to commit himself to either delega- 
tion, but his course will have to be 
agreeable to either one or the other of the 
Republican factions represented by these 
delegations. During the next three years 
it will’ be necessary for him and for his 
party to range themselves on the one side 
or the ether. There is no middle course. 
And what is: known in Alabama as the 
“anti-nigger’ policy cannot be adopted 
without producing a profound impression 
in the North as well as in the South, and 
possibly much more important in the North 
than in the South. It will, 1f attended 
with any fair degree of success, inevitably 
break up the solid South. It-will do that 
if only two or even one of the South- 
ern States should be “rallied” to the Re- 
publican cause. But it will also as iuevi- 
tably break up the solid or nearly solid 
North, which has been kept ‘solid solely to 
oppose the South. 

The net result is likely to be beneficial to 
the whole Nation, but hardly in the way 
expected by the authors of the movement. 
The men who leave the Republican Party, 
as many will because it shall have ceased 
to be the party of equal rights, are quite 
likely to have aroused in their minds a 
feeling; not of mere indifference, but of re- 
‘sentment and disgust. For this ‘‘anti-nig- 
ger’ movement is a cynical confession of 
the base insincerity of the previous profes- 
sions of the party leaders. The policy of 
the Republicans toward the Southern 
negroes commanded respect, even frem those 
who believed it to be inexpedient, so long 
asit could be regarded as the honest em- 
bodiment of a real sentiment. But when it 
is by acts that speak louder than words, 
avowed to have been a mere selfish and

MORE PRISON LABOR FOLLY. 


The authorities in charge of the prisons 
of this State have shown over and over 
again that under the wretched prison labor 
law adopted last Summer not more than 10 
to 15 per cent. of toe convicts under their 
charge can be kept empleyed. They have 
pointed out in the most earnest terms the 
evils which result from idleness in the 
prisons. The prisoners deteriorate phys- 
ically, mentally, and merally. .Sickness 
and insanity increase at an alarming rate; 
discipline is rendered difficult, and all the 
reformatory purposes of imprisonment are 
. defeated. The Controller of the State re- 
cently showed that the financial result is 
that about $400,000 annually will have to 
be devoted to the maintenance of these idle 
convicts out of the proceeds of taxes paid 
b% the people of the State and drawn from 
the product ef honest labor. 


Notwithstanding these facts, which can- 
not be denied and which are not disputed, 
the Assembly yesterday, after an unseemly 
exhibition of indifference to the dictates of 
humanity and the demands of public in- 
terest, substituted the Yates Prison Labor 
bill for the Savery bill, which had been 
favorably reported and made the special 
order for consideration. The Savery bill 
is not a specially wise measure, but it 
has considerable merit and would at least 
provide for a decent and civilized method 
ef employing prisoners. It would make 
it possible for the prison authorities 
to keep the convicts at work and ena- 
ble them to earn- a’ considerable part, if 
not all, of the cost of their subsistence. But 
the Yates bill is simply a repetition of the 
infamous measure adopted at the special 
session last July, so extended as to carry 
its mischief into the reformatories and into 
the penitentiaries and houses of correction 
of the counties of the State. It is in no re- 
spect an improvement upen that measure, 
and it is worse in just so far as it extends 
the scope of a vicious system. 

The Yates bill consists of three principal 


for manufacturing purposes in the penal 
institutions. It limits the labor in them to 
the production of articles of clothing and 
other supplies to be furnished to the *‘alms- 
houses, asylums, penal, or other charitable, 
reformatory, and eleemosynary institutions 
supported wholly or in part by the State or 
by the counties or cities therein for the 
use of their inmates.” And it provides a 
chain-gang system for counties by requir- 
ing Sheritts to put the inmates of jails at 
work “improving county. and town lands, 
highways, roads, and bridges, breaking 
stone therefor, and such other public 
work, and at such time and at such locality 
within their several counties as the Board 
of Supervisors thereof may direct.” 

There is just one explanation for the sub- 
stitution of this infamous measure for the 
relatively meritorious bill of Mr. SAVERY. 
It was announced by Mr. Ryan that there

State on one of the most important sub- 
jects calling for the use of intelligence and 
moral conviction in its treatment. It isa 
shameful exhibition-of cowardice and in- 
capacity. : ; 

It would be a lasting disgrace to the 
State of New-York if the prison labor ques- 
tion were to be disposed of in this way 
after the lesson of experience that this 
Yates system has already given us. The 
vete by which the action of yesterday was 
taken was both light and close. The action 
may be reversed when the bill comes up for 
final pa$sage next Tuesday. Mereover, the 
Senate has yet to act on the subject, and. it 
is hardly conceivable that it will consent 
to such a miserable device as the Yates 
bill. Itis time the taxpayers and the in- 
telligent workingmen of this State made 
themselves heard on this question, instead 
of permitting demagogues and ignora.auses 
to work their will with it,

WAGES AFTER ELECTION. 


The recent reduction of wages in the 
mills of the Clark Thread Company near 
Newark and the strike caused by it recall 
some incidents ef the Presidential. cam- 
paign. The manufacturers of spool cotton 
thread are protected by a tariff duty of 14 
cents per dozen spools of 200 yards each, 
which was equivalent in the last fiscal year 
to .an ad valorem duty of 57 per cent. It 
was proposed in the Mills bill that the duty 
should be reduced to 40 per cent. Although 
by their own admission the manufacturers 
had been in combination for some years so 
far as prices were concerned, and had thus 
sought by preventing competition in prices 
to take all possible advantage of a high rate 
of duty, this rate remained unchanged in 
the Allison bill. Senator SHERMAN had de- 
clared that such combinations ‘‘ may and 
ought to be met by areduction ef duty,” 
but he conveniently forget this when the 
bill was prepared in his committee. 

About two weeks before the election the 
thread manufacturers professed to be great- 
ly alarmed by the proposed change of rate 
in the Mills bill, although Congress had ad- 
journed and everybedy knew that the bill 
had not become a law and could not become 
one so long as the Senate should be con- 
trolled by the Republican Party. On Oct. 
26 there was posted in the factories of the 
Clark Thread Company at Newark a notice 
that until further orders the mills would 
be closed all day on Saturdays and after 
4 o’clock on all other working days of the 
week. It was said by the owners that this 
action had been caused by the Mills bill, 
although it was not explained in what way 
the bill could have had this effect. It was 
also said that similar action had been taken 
in the other thread factories that had been 
governed by “an understanding as to 
prices.” 

There was no indication that the con- 
sumption of thread had suddenly fallen off, 
and an impression prevailed among the em- 
ployés that the reduction of time had been 
made for political effect, The Chairman of 
the Democratic Committee of Essex County 
asserted that some of the employés had been 
threatened with loss of work if they should 
vote the Democratic ticket. There appears 
to have been a desire that the workmen 
should believe that they would suffer loss of 
wages if the party favoring a reduction of 
war tariff dutie$ should win. 

That party was defeated and the party 
that made and supported the Allison bill 
was successful, but this has not prevented 
a reduction of wages. It does not appear 
that a reduction is required by the condi- 
tion of the business. Indeed, the company 
admits that it makes the reduction simply 
because the workmen affected by it have 
been receiving better wages than are paid 
te other workmen of the same grade in an- 
ether city. The tariff has not been changed, 
the combination by which a high price for 
thread is maintained has not been broken, 
but the manufacturers who were so solic- 
itous for the welfare of the workingmen 
when their votes were soon to be cast for or 
against the high duties that afford shelter 
for combinations have not been restrained 
from cutting down their wages. 





The makers of combinations that sup- 
press competition in prices sometimes pro- 
fess. to, be governed by philanthropic mo- 
tives with respect to the workmen em- 
ployed by them and the consumers whose 
wants they supply. The founder of the 
Copper Syndicate declared that he desired 
to help the workingman and would doso, 
but it does not appear that the wages of the 
copper miners in this country were raised 
while the mining companies were taking 
enormous profits, and it 1s- probable that 
the fall of the Syndicate will now be fol- 
lowed by a reduction of those wages. The 
English Salt Trust :reduced the wages of its 
employés immediately after it’ had raised 
the price of salt by 200 per cent. 
Since the Sugar Trust was made hundreds 
of men who had been employed in sugar re- 
fineries have been thrown out of work and 
others have suffered a reduction of pay. 
Manufacturers who combine to take full 
advantage of the tariff, and who assure the 
workingmen in campaign time that the re- 
tention of high duties is required in order 
that their wages may not be reduced, 
should not complain if they are accused of 
insincerity when they cut down wages 
after an election that has insured for a 
considerable time the preservation of the 
high-tariff rates in’ question. The Zribune 
has recently denounced with some vigor 
all combinations that use tariff duties 
as “instruments of greed.” It has even de- 
clared that they *‘skould be met without 
compromise or mercy” and that “the full 
force of public opinion and of the laws 
should be. brought to bear upon every such 
attempt to deprive the country of the legiti- 
mate fruits of protection.” Of course it will 
now hasten to point out that the combina-

THE CHEROKEE OUTEIET. 

The wisdom of the legislation completed 
during the last days of the Fiftieth Con- 
gress for purchasing the tract of land com- 
monly known as the Cherokee outlet has 
already become manifest. It is doubtful 
whether the eleven thousand quarter sec- 
tions of Oklahoma lands provided for the 
“grand Spring opening” of April 22 will be 
enough to go around among the throngs of 
customers, Or, at all events, there may 
not be enough really desirable lands re- 
maining after the first few days or weeks 
to accommodate all who are trayeling 
thither with such great expectations The 
chances are that the disappointed will try 
to squat upon adjoining Indian lands. The 
approach to Oklahoma from Kansas is 
across the broad strip on the northern 
border, which the Cherokees olaim. In 
opening the Oklahoma lands to settlement 
the Government practically invites passage 
across this Cherokee outlet; indeed, it has 
long claimed ownership of this tract, al- 
though it has now. made provision for the 
extinguishment of the claims of the Chero- 
kees. 

It is fortunate, therefore, that the com- 
mission to negotiate for this purchase has 
already been appointed and will begin its 
task next week. The land in question isa 
rectangular tract of a little ever six million 
acres granted under the treaties of 1833 
and 1835, and was an “ outlet” tothe hunt- 
ing greunds of the Northwest. The Chero- 
kees acquired a clear legal title to it in 
1838, butin 1866, according to the Gov- 
ernment view, they reconveyed it to the 
United States for the purpose of settling 
upon it friendly Indians and the freedmen 
of such tribes. The condition is equiva- 
lent to the one impesed upon the Creek and 
Seminole lands reconveyed at the same 
time and now forming Oklahoma proper, 
to be opened on the 22d ef April. This 
Cherokee tract is more than three times as 
large as the Oklahoma area: The Chero- 
kees hold that the sixteenth article of the 
treaty of 1866 merely gives the United 
States the right to settle friendly Indians 
on portions of the tract west ef the ninety- 
sixth meridian. They say also that the 
Government did not pay the sum it stipu- 
lated for acquiring those rights. 

Without going into disputed points, it is 
clear that the march of events has made 
the cession of the Cherokee strip exceed- 
ingly probable if not inevitable. Its very 
position, lying between Kansas and Okla- 
homa, makes it practically impossible to 
keep white men out. It will become a 
thoroughfare at least, and probably will be 
infested all this Summer by people who 
cannot find lands to their liking in Okla- 
homa. To acquire it will not be turning 
the Cherokees out of their homes, since 
they de not live on it, but on other lands. 
They let it out to cattlemen for grazing 
purposes, and while thisis quite different 
from having a population of white people 
close up to the borders of their own occu- 
pied lands, yet the objection does not count 
for so much as it may appear to at first. 
The,cattle syndicate which held the last 
lease gave $100,000 a year fer the 6,022,- 
000 acres, There was a long fight last year 
over the renewal of this lease in the Chero- 
kee Legislature at Tahlequah, in which it 
became evident that $175,000 .a year could 
be got, but at this stage the Interior De- 
partment notified Chief Marrs that he 
must not let the tract again. Should our 
Government purchase it, as it has the Creek 
and Seminole lands, giving for the Chero- 
kee interest in it, be that what it may, 
$1 25 an acre, this would yield, even at 4 
per cent., a far greater annual income than 
the cattlemen have paid or propose to pay. 
There is good ground, therefore, for be- 
lieving that some agreement will be speed- 
ily reached by which this tract can be con- 
veyed te the Government.

Mr. Jay GovuLp’s modest request for a

be granted in the form in which it has been 
put. But there is no reason why another 
and much more useful loop than he pro- 
poses should not be applied to the elevated 
system. hero is no reason whatever for a 
“terminus” at the Battery. There are 
strong reasons for aconnectien between the 
upper ends of the elevated system by a link 
which might be added either wholly 
on the island or partly in West- 
chester. -The trains would then run 
continuously up one side of the 
island and down the other, and one fare 
sliould suftice for the whole circuit. In 
this way those passengers could bé accom- 
modated who desire to cross the city at the 
lower or the upper extremity of the system, 
and there would remain an important func- 
tion for the elevated roads after they had 
been superseded for rapid transit north and 
south by a more extensive and satisfactory 
system.

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DE. BEECHER’S OOURAGE. 
Ce fe 
HIS WIVE: TELLS HOW HE BORE THE 
LOSS OF HIS LEG. , 
The wife of the venerable Rey. Dr. Edward 
Beecher has written a letter to her sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Isabella Beecher Hooker of Hartford, 
narrating in detail the circumstances astending 
the painful accident which befell him on 
Wednesday evening, April 3. In communieat- 
ing the letter to the Hartford Times Mrs. Book- 
er says: “She is over 80, aud if you coula see 
the clear, firm, exquisite handwriting, it would 
add to your appreciation of this wonderful 
couple, who have lived together in perfect 
health and devoted affeotion for over 60 years. 
My brother was acoustomed to walk at least 
six miles every day, and would then run up- 
stairs like a boy on entering the house and nar- 
rate his adventures with all the freshness of 
youth. That he sheuld nave been pushed from 
& platform by a careless crowd and maimed is 
too sorrowful to bear.” Mrs. Beecher wrote: 
“My husband was returning night before last, 
between 9 and 10, from his regular weekly 
meeting in Parkville, amd when the ears stopped 
at the station, where he takes the street car, he 
got oft and was walking on the platform near 
the edge. Many had come up from Coney Iel- 
and, and he felt a crowd areund him and a pres- 
sure againat-him, and was pushed off on the 
track. Then he was taken up and laid ona 
bench in the station. An ambulance was tele- 
Phoned and arrived.in six minutes, and be was 
taken to the Seney Hospital, not far from the 
station. He was then conscious and gave his 
name and address. A telegram reached us at 
11 o’olock stating that he was injured on tne 
railroad, but not serieusly. That was not very 


definite, and we must know what had 
happened. S80 Alice [the daughter) and 
Mrs. Lyen {a triend visiting her) said 


they woula go to the hospital immedi- 
ately—but they had to tind out where this 
was by going to a arug-store—then they went 
over to Eugene’s, [the son,]- but he was not at 
home. Sothey started from there alone, but 
when they got into the elevated cars in Fuiten- 
street Alice saw Dr. Lyman, a Congregational 
minister whom she had met before, and told him 
what had happened, and he said immediately 
that he would go with them. It was then about 
midnight, aud they had two or three miies to go, 
changing cars and walking several blocks, 80 
they were right glad they had accepted his offer. 
At the ned pron they saw the head physician 
and he told them that the left leg waa erushed 
to a jelly, and ae were obliged to take it off at 
the knee joint—this had been done, and he was 
still unéenscious and would not beabie to sea 
any one for several hours, but he was doing 
well. So they came home, reaching here about 
20 clock, but we didn’t rest muoh that night. 

“Yesterday forenoon Eugene game with a car- 
Tiage and took Alice and metothe hosplial We 
were told that Edward had a good night and 
was doing remarkably well. He was giad to see 
us, and seemed cheerful, but did not know of 
his loss. -He spoke abeug his fractured limb, 
but thought it would soon be well. Indeed, he 
said: ‘I eould preach next Sunday in Park- 
ville if they weuld carry me over thece.’ I 
staid through the day, and I felt it my duty 
to make known to him his sad lose, I said 
tohim: ‘My dear husbaad, you don’t seem to 
be aware of all that has happened to you, 
and before I tell you I want you to be pre- 
pews for it, and ask God’s help for this.’ 

hen I told him his mangled hmb had been 
taken off the night before, just after the 
accident. It was hard for him and fer 
me; bué he bore it. like a true and genuine 
Christian. It ont deep, I knew by trembling 
lip and meistened eye—but he soon said: ‘I 
will trust in God; He decth all things well.’ 
I talked with him about his age—about 
our age—ard that he wouldn’t need 
any earthly legs much longer—that it 
would be quite different if he were a 
younger man, 25 or 30 years of age. ‘That is 
80,’ he said, and beeame calm and composed. 
He siept mush threugh the day by short naps; 
and a6 messages and notes of inquiry eame in, 
he said, ‘I didn't know that I had. so many 
friends in Brooklyn.’ [am glad he is in that 
hospital. {tis a yory fine one, with every con- 
venieneé for comfort and all sorts of arrange- 
taents for the sick and disabled which cannot 
be bad athome.

OPENING OF THE FESTIVAL IN AID OF 
HAHNEMANN HOSPITAL. ‘ 

Like a glimpse of fairyland were the 
various great-rooms in the Pottier and Stymus 
Building, Fifth-avenue and Forty-second-street, 
where last night the centennial festival in aid 
of the free beds of the Hahnemann Hospital 
was opened. The whole of the immense baild- 
ing 1s fJaken up by the many features of the 
festival, and the committees in eharge of tha 
decoration of the different departments have 
spent weeks in their work. The success of 
their efforts was made manifest last night by 
the admiration evinced »y every person who 
took part in the opening. 

Just to the rignt of the entrance to this brill- 
iant festival is a uniquely-decorated little apart- 
ment which is called a ‘‘ Russian Tea Caravan.” 
Its walls are hung with costly rugs and tapes- 
tries and ornamented with o11 paintings loaned 
to the management, and the furniture is en- 
tirely in’ accera with the other decorations of 
the room. Three pretty Russian girls, attired in 
the showy costumes of the land from which 
they came, are in attendance here, and itisa 
question as to whether the seeker aiter tea likes 
most the beverage which is served him or the 
manner in which it is served. 

On the same floor, and separated from the 
main hallway by long rows otf stately firs, is the 
restaurant, where one may get anyt to eat, 
trom iqée cream and cake to roast pig. Opposite 
this popular resort is a little canopied temple, 
wherein two artistic Japanese workmen make 
delicate things out of many differént materials. 

ve one flight‘of the broad stairs, which are 
brilliant with flags and bunting of many hues, 
is the bazaar, which, it is hoped, will yield a 


golden harvest befere the featival comes to an - 


end. Adozen or wore booths are built abous 
the walls, and over each is arranged a canopy 
of silken cloth, each made to represent a differ- 
ent member of the floral world. Almost every- 
thing that is pretty and appeals to the eye of 
the beholder may be bought !n this room, and 
the purchaser has his act of charity rewarded 
by smiles of such bewitching swéectness that he 
longs for the wealth of the Indies with. whioh 
to buy up everything he sees. 

Besides the ladies who confine themselves 
wholly te the managethent of the booths there 
are many young ladies whose stock in trade con- 
sists of radiant faces and little slips ef paper, 
being chances tn drawings for dolls, punch 
bowls, pincushions, and many other things for 
the possession of which the masculine visitor 
pines. These enterprising and successful 
young workers flit around among the crowd, 
and he must be made of atone Or impecuniosity 
who cap resist their pleading appeals. 

On the. floor above the bazaar isa “‘ Martha 
Washington reception reom,” and it is crowded 
Tull of relies of the days of our firat President, 
There are eight different oil portraits of Wash- 
ington hung about the walls, most of them oid 
aud rare, which were loaned for the oecasion. 
Then there are miniatures of him, of Martha 
Washington, of Franklin, aud of Revolutionary 
heroes; old chairs, old cleckas, eld weapons, and 
old silver. The floor above this is taken up by 
a@ clubroom, where gentlemen may smoke and 
piay billiards and pool. .

President Harrisen’s reception at the foot of 
Wali-street on bis arrival in the city will be an 
‘|mposing affair. The escort will include three 
batteries and the band of the Fifth United 
States Artillery, the new-York Commandery vf 
the Loyal Legion of the United Siates, Com- 
manders of the Grand Army posis in New-York 
and Kings Counties, uniformed battalion of 
veterans of the Seventh Regiment, N. G. 8. N. 
Y., with Cappa’s Band, uniformed veteran mili- 
tia ossociatiotis of New-Yerk and Brooklyn, 
tne Society of the Sons of the Revolution, with 
the band of the general service, United States 
Army, and the General Committee of the cen- 
tenulal Celebration.

Secretary of the Navy Tracy has ordered the 
Boara of Inspection and Survey, of which Ad- 
miral Jouett is President, to be officially present 
at the celebration. and has ordered the com- 
mandant of the Brooklyn Navy Yard to send 
allof the vessels in commission to an anchorage 
in the North River during the continuance ef the 
celebration.

THE PRESIDENT’S CREW. 

The Marine Society has selected from its 
members a crew of 12 and a eoxswain to man 
the barge from the Dispateh and pull the Presi- 
dent from that vessel to the landing at the foot 
of Wall-street. There is not ene of this crew of 
13 but has at some period of his life afloat per- 
formed some conspieuous act-of gallantry in 


carrying out his duty for which he has been 
complimented by our Government or by foreign 
powers. 

The coxswain of the crew, Capt. Ambrose 
Bnew, is the thirteenth President of the soeiety, 
and was a ship Captain during the palmy daysof 
Ameriean merchant vessels, abd commanded 
the Leonidas, John Hancock, and other fine 
Vessels, and on resiring from the sea established 
the firm of Snow & Burgess in this city. 
Snow’s maternal grandfather was a private 
soldier who distinguished himeelf at the battles 
of Long Island, Trenton, and elsewhere during 
the Revolution. 

Oapt. Trask, the starboard stroke oar of the 
crew, is a New-Englander, tracing his family to 
the earliest annals of Salem, Mass. He was 
bern Martba’s Vineyard in 1837, and was 
graduated at Hamilton Collegiate Institute. 
Going to sea, he passed through the various 
subordinate grades and becamo master of the 
ships Switzerland, General McClelian, ‘and 
otber crack vesseisfrom tis port. Uapt. Trask 

“was for several years Marine Surveyor for the 
New-York Board of Underwriters, and for the 
past five years has been Governor of the Sailors’ 
snug Harbor at Staten Island. 

Capt. Benjamin Marsb is an old resident of 
this city, having been born here in 1822, going 
to sea at 16 years of age aboard the ship 
Mosiem in the cotton trade. In 1842 he en- 
tered the employ of William Whitlock, Jr., in 
whose Havre line of sailing packets he was an 
efiicer tor 30 years, and was wrecked on Long 
Island shore in 1849. In the Winter of 1854 he 
rescued the crew of a Freneh fishing vessel dur- 
ing a heavy gale, for woich he received a decora- 
tion from the Krench Government. I[n mare 
Kong harbor auring a typboon his ship purte 
her cables and went ashore. In 1873 Capt. 
Marsh was master of ship Sewinole, running to 
San Francisco, Liverpoo), and New-York, soon 
after which he retired frem the sea. 

Capt. James Parker, bern iu Newark, Ohio, in 
1832, was appointed a eadet to West Point in 
1846, but being two years under age, his place 
was taken by a bright-eyed Irish boy, whose 
name in later years was known throughout the 
world as Gen. Philip H. Sheridan. Later in 
1846 Capt. Parker received an appointment to 
the Naval Academy, ‘being classmated with 
Rear Admirai Braine, Guerardi, and Kimberley, 
Capt. Parker served in the Saratoga aud the 
Yorktewu, which vessel was wrecked on the 
Ialand of Mayo in eptember, 1850. He studied 
law with the late Chief Justice Salmon P. Chase 
of Oincinnati, Ohio, and was graduated from 
the Law Coliege with the degree of LL. B. in 
1857. The morning after the receipt of the 
news of the fall of Sumter Capt. Parker tend- 
ered his services, which were accepted, to the 
Gevernumeut, and he received the first appoint- 
ment issued by the department to any former 
otticer of the Davy and was ordered to the R, R. 
Cuyler. He served with distinction during the 
four years of the war. He now continues his 
practice ag an Admiralty lawyer in this city. 

Capt. Albert Spencer was born at Saybrook, 
Conn., in 1829 and began his seafaring career 
in the Griswold London packets in 1848. He 
held command of various ships until 1869, 
when he was appointed Surveyor of the French 

. Bareau Veritas, in which position he has re- 
mained ever since. 

Capt. W. W. Urquhart was born in Essex, 
Conn., and first went to sea when 16 years of 
age in the European trade. In a year he was 
made third officer, shortly after which he was 
promoted to be sevond ofiieer He was wrecked 
ow the coast of Ireland, after which he joined 
the Black X Line rupuing te Liverpool. When 
but 23 years of age he was appointed eom- 
meander of the shin American Eagie, going from 
her to Various other crack ships in the trade. 
In 1873 he rescued from the British ship Loch 
arn 87 of the survivors of the ill-fated steam- 
ship Ville de Eyre, for which services he 
received various valuable pieces of silver plate 
and from the French Government the highest 
gold medal of honor ever conferred upon a mer- 
chant shipmaster. Later he commanded the 
Inaac Wevb, and in 1879 rescued the crew of 
the British ship Isoline, for which he was pre- 
senied with a silver beaker by the British Gov- 
ernment, : 

Capt. William B. Hilton was born in Maine 
and fer the past fifty yeara has been a resident 
of New-Jersey and New-York. He tellowed the 
seas for 35 years in the European trade in com 
mand of seven full-rigged ships. During the 
civil war he commanded -the transport steam- 
ers Reliance and Western Metropolis. While 
in command of the latter be captured the 

runner Rosita. | ng the Mexican 
war he also perfo valuevle service in com- 





mand of transporte off the coast of Vera 
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zy ig Yankee Blade, loaded with st 
and clothing, and lying at Ship Tsland when 
the fleet under Admiral Farragat. went up the 
Mississippi River. He preught she first cargo of 
sugar, cotton, &e., to this port from New-Or- 
leans after the commencement of the war. 

Capt. Richard Luee was born at Holmes’s Hole 
and began going te sea at 16 yearsof ace. Ho 
followed the whaling business from 1836 te 
1852 as boy, officer, and master. From 1853 to 
1872 he commanded six different vessels. On 
his way to Liverpool in’ command wf the ship 
Sunrise, with general cargo and passengers, 
he was captured by the Conféderate steamer 
Floriaa, in 1863, and bonded for $60,000. Capt. 
Luce left the seainm 1880, since- which time he 
has been engaxed in mercantile business in this 
olty. 

Capt. George A. Dearborn was born in Maine, 
and 17 years later began his seafaring career 
in the Orient, is first command was the bark 
Trident, in 1849. In 1870 he commande the 
steamship Leo, in the Sevannah trade. In 1880 
he left the seafaring life, and be ® now one of 
the Dockmasters for this city. 

Capt. William A. Ellis began going to sea in 
1833, and rose from boy to master, commanding 
the ships Henry, France, and Belvidere, and is 
now surveyor for the Board of Underwriters of 
New-York. . 

Capt, Stephen Whitman was born in Boston, 
March 18, 1825. Ha sailed 1n 1840 frem Boston 
with the first carce of ice ever landed in the 
Isle of France. He went through the various 

rades of mate, serving aboard a transport dur- 
png the Mexiean war, took command of a brig 
in 1847, after which time be eommanded vari- 
eus brigs, barks, and ships, losing his last sail- 
ing vessel, the ship Venice, by tire at Fayal. 
Aiter this be bad command of various steamers 
along the coast. The steamship Cortes of the 
Crom Well Line was his last command. For tim 
pasi 18 yeara Capt. Whitman has been surveyor 
and inspector of vessels iouding petroleum. 

Capt. Joha R. Dewan began a seafarmg life 
when quite a boy. In 1856 he was made masier 
of the ship Aastralia, then the sbips Universe 
and John Bright of the Wiliiams & Guion Line, 
after which he was sppointed to his present 
position as Superintendeat of the Williams & 
Guior line of steamers. 

Capt. George L. Norton, who is to pull one of 
the bow oars of tue barge, adopted a seafaring 
life at 12 years of age in the coasstwise and 
West [Indian trade, in which he continued until 
the civil war broke vut. He served during the 
war aboard the Saxon, at one time Gen. But- 


ler’s flagship, and he was pilot for 
Government vessels at Hilton Head. 
Alter the war he commanded, amoug 
other vessels, the steamers Asblaud 


and United States. The latter took fire at sea 
and there were several explosions among the 
cargo. Capt. Norton's gallantry .on. this occa- 
sion was recognized and appreciated by the 
Board of Underwriters, who presented him 
with a chronometer watoh and chain, In 1871 
he was appointed Captain of the Pert of New- 
Orleans, and five years later President Hayes 
appointed him Supervising Inspector of Steam

ANXIOUS FOR MORE TIME. 

The determination on the partof the trunk 
line passenger agents to extend the limit of ex- 
cursion tickets for the Washington Centenary 
until May 6 was regarded as an unquestionable 
concession by the retail dry goods merchants 


yesterday. Butit was only a concession, they 
said, ana the date should not have been fixed 
at May 6, but at May 10. 

E. P. Haton of the firm of Lord & Taylor re- 
gretted very mueh that the time had been lim- 
ited to May 6 instead of extended to May 10. 

“The latter,” he said, ‘‘ would. mean profit to 
every one concerned. The rallways would seli 
double the number of tickets, fer persons then 
would come from long distances—irom Ohio, 
Illinois, Michigan, Missouri—whereas now they 
will not care to risk that sort of thing because 
of the shortuess of the time allowed thein to re- 
main in town. Of course an extension to May 6 
is something, but [ think the railways can 
readily see tkatit wil be to their interest to 
make a further extension. Another thing that 
an extension of four more days will do will be 
to induce a mrt humber of ‘persons to come 
here who usually buy from wholesalers in the 
big Western cities. They will be led here by the 
eciebration and they will stay here to buy.’ 

Mr. James Simpson of Simpson, Crawferd & 
Simpson declared that his firm had been one of 
the tirat to try to secure to the visitors ample 
time in which to see the parade and also see 
the town. 

“There will be a very great number of persons 
in town,” he went on, ‘and nearly every one 
will want to take home something from New- 
York. The ambition of every lady visiting the 
city will be to go shopping. f course, the cele- 
bration will give them about ali they can attend 
to April 29 and 30 and May 1, one of these days 
being entirely unavailable because of the cloa- 
ing of the steres, and they will have to be very 
busy to see the city and do all their shopping by 
May 6. I don’t think that petitions and that 
sort ef thing will have much effect upon the 
ratlways ia inducing them further to extend the 
time, but I believe that if the retailers. sheuld 
either call personally upon the managers, er 
send a committee to doe it, the thing could be 
done without very much difficalty.” 

M. Friedsam of B. Altman & @o. agreed that 
there was great necessity on the part of the 
railways to give the strangers # éhance to see 
something more than the parade. 

“The further. extension of time would be of 
so much benetit to New-York,” he continued, 
**that I cannot understand how the railways 
oan hesitate for a moment, for what wili benefit 
the one will help the other. Our tirm has been 
thus far careful to ask no favors from railways, 
but that does not prevent us from giving 
any possible support to the extensien of the ex- 
cursion limit to May 4,0 or a longer period—the 
longer, of course, the better.”’ 

Mr. Arnold of Arnold, Constable & Co. believed 
that while it would be of incalculable benefit to 
the city to have the strangers within its gates 
spend several days here he could not under- 
stand why any formal demand should be made 
upon the railway companies forit. ‘*I think,” he 
said, speaking of the latter, *‘ that they are 
amply able to take care of themselves and will 
do what they believe is best for their own in- 
terests. It is a pity, though, that the time 
sheuld be limited to May 6 tor many reasons, 
When the half-heliday question was being dis- 
cussed I advocated moderate measures. Before

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LARGE FIRE iN BROOKLYN. 
THE BURNING OF A CARPET FACTORY 

MAKES A BRIGHT, BLAZE. 

Fire broke out about 12:30 o’clock thia 
morning in the large carpet manufaetory of 
Buchanan & Lyall, at President and Hoyt 
streets, In Brooklyn. The flames burned fierce- 
ly, and so threatening was the ‘aspect of'the fire 
that a second and then a third alarm were sent 
out by 1 o’clock. / 

The factory was a five-story brick building 
which covered the entire block bounded by 
President, Bond, and Carroll streets. ‘The walls 
began falling about 2 o’clock this morning, send- 
ing thiek showers of sparks upon the resi- 
dences on the opposite side of Presjdent-street 

It required the most strenuous efforts of the 
firemen to prevent those buildings from being 
destroyed, and even then they were unable to 
prevent the flames from communicating to the 
four-story apartmeat house owned by F. L. 
Whipple. 

The fire started in the weaving room on the 
fourth floor. Atthe time the flames were dis- 
covered there were beetween 200 and 250 girls 
and boys in the building at supper. They consti- 
tuted the night gang. No person was injured 
as far as is known. 

The loss will amount to about $200,000. 
factory wae injured. 

The cause of the fire is not known. 

The flames lighted up the city for a long

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RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


HUNDREDS OF ROADS PROJECTED, 

‘CuHicaGo, April 11.—The Railway Age, in its 
issue to-morrow, will present elaborate tables 
showing the number of miles ef railway projeet- 
ed during the three months of the present year 
to March 31. it will say: 

“ While the hands of the t railway companies 
have not heen seen very often in projects for cover- 
ing their territories with competitive lines, as in 
several previous years, their absence has not only- 
failed to put "the expected quietus upon railway 
building, but the number of new enterprises seems 
aineesy, to be wreater than for the same period in 
any other year of the country’s history, with possi- 
bly two or three exceptions.”. 

The Age shows that 666 new lines, with an 
ageregate contiwnplated mileage of 53,436 
miles, have been get haga since Jan, 1; that of 
these liues, 14,818 miles are under construction 
or contract, 9,617 are surveyed, and 29,001 are 
incorporated or projected. A table also shows 
the amount of work under contemplation in 
Various sectiens of the country, as follows; 

Twelve New-England and Eastern States—Num- 
ber of lines, 155; totat miles contemplated, 5,094; 
under construction or contract, 1,145; surveyed, 
1,574; incorpyrated or projected, 2,375. 

Ten Southern States— Number of lines, 188; total 
miles contemplated, 12,855; under conatrugtion or 
contract, 4,444; surveyed, 1,836; incorporated or 
projected, 6,676. 

Five Central Northern States—Number of lines, 
80, total miles contemplated, 6,235; under. cen- 
struction or contract, 1,921; surveyed, 866; incor- 
porated or proj~cte:l, 2,431. 

Seven Northwestern states—Number of linaa, 
107; total miles contemplated, 12,092; under con- 
struction or contract, 2,739; surveyed, 2,031; in- 
corporated or projected, 8,172. 

Five Southwesiern States—NemSer of lines, 87; 
total miles contemplated, 11,502; under construc. 
tion or contract, 2,721; surveyed, 2,038; incorpo- 
rated or projected, 6,743.

The article continues: 

“The fact that, in the first three months of the 
fs only, new lines representing over 63,000 miles 

ave been brought to public notice, and that their 
construction is urged, and to a large extent prob- 
able, is impressive evidence of the enormous field 
for railway enterprises which the United States still 
affords. ihe mileage propused in these three months 
is equivalent to almest one-thir:! of the entire ralil- 
way mileage of the country nvw in operation, and 
yet the projection and inauguration of other lines are 
still going on at an equally rapid rete, and the pros- 
pect 1s that tne roads projected and in various stages 
of development during 1889 will exceed in agare- 
gate mileage our entire present completed system. 

* How many of these enterprises will fail en- 
tirely or will drag slong through years, of course, 
cannot be foretold. But the great fact remains for 
consideration that the map of our country shows 
apparent room for all these enterprises and for 
wany more,” 


NORFOLK AND WESTERN. 

The annual report of the Norfolk and 
Western Railroad Company for 1888 has just 
been issued. The gross earnings for the year 
were $4,899,598 89; operating expenses, in- 
cluding taxes, $3,001,927 138, making the net 
earnings $1,897,671 76,an increase of 7 per 
cent. over the previous year. It is shewn that 
within the eight years the annual and nes carn- 
ings of the company have been more than 


doubled, and that the funded debt has increased 
from $25,184 to $35,692 per mile. The im- 
provements made during 1888 include yards, 
engine houses, repair shops, and storehouses, 
and there were added to the company’s rolling 
atovuk during the year 24 engines, 11 passenger 
cars, 1,478 freight cars, and 63 cabooses and 
other road cars. The increase in the mineral 
trattio amounted to 542,866 tons, and in the 
oval and coke traffie 462,197 tons. 

It ia also shown by the report that all of the 
companies in which the Norfolk and Western 
owne the controlling interest, except the shen- 
andoah Valiey Railroad, have not only meé 
the interest on their bonded and ether indebt- 
eduesa, but have paid dividends. Considerable 
space is devoted to the company’s connections, 
and of the Southeastern Extension President 
Kimball says: 

‘‘Burveys have also been mace for the further 
development of the iron ore territory between 

our Cripple Creek. extension and the Cape 

ear and Yadxin Valley Railroad. The distanve

Itisalso charged that the company is- 
sued $15,000,000 of stock certificates not upon 
full payment of their faee value, but for distri- 
bution among persons who were then in cuon- 
trol of the corporatien. The committee in- 
formed the officials of the company last night 
that it would be compelled by the instructions 
ofthe House to examine the company’s books, 
Vaults, safes, and papers. The railroad. men 
made no objection to this, and the work will go 
on at once, 


COMMISSIONER PIERSON RETIRES. 

At the meeting of General Passenger 
Agents at Commissioner Fink’s office yesterday 
the New-England and Canadian Railroads 
agreed to co-operate with the other railroads in 
abolishing commissionsto agents. The resigna- 
tion of Assistant Commissioner Pierson was 
announced, with the explanation that his resig- 
nation had been handed in several weeks ago, 
but that Commissioner Fink had hesitated to 
anvounce it, and that it had leaked out acol- 
dentally, as it was onthe pointof announce- 
ment, from one of the best reliable Passenger

JURED VERY SERIOUSLY. 

On Wednesday afternoon, at 4:30 o’clock, 

& collisien occurred on the west drive fm Céntral 

Park, near Eighty-fifth-street, between a horse 

ridden by Gerald Edmund Routledge, a son of 

Edmund Routledge of the English publishing 


house of Geerge Routledge & Sons,and the team 
hitched to thevictoriaof Mr. H. G. a 
driven by the family coachman, Owen DO- 
hue. The victoria was ococupied atthe time by 
Mrs. Henry @. Margquand and her daughter, 
Mra. Hareld Godwin, both of whom escaped 
from the wreck uninjured, while Mr. Routiedze 
barely escaped with his hfe ana now lies at bis 
rooms in the Madisen-Avenue Hote! in a very 
critical condition. 

Previous to the accident. Mr. Routledge was 
riding his horse at a gentie canter along the 
road provided for equestrians on the weat side 1 
of the Park. His horse shiéd when just 
below Ejighty-tifth-street and’ he lost his 
strirrups. Then ciinging to his horse 
by pressing his legs against the 
anemal’s side, he involuntarily piunged his 
spurs up to the rowels in the horse’s flesh. This 





Plunge, and, taxing the bit in his teeth 
eame unmanageabdie, an started off up the con- 
course at a mad gallop, Mr. Routiledgs clinging 
to his back. The runaway horse vtarned 
inte the carriage drive at LHighty-tifth-street 
and ran straight for the victoria containing 
Mrs. Marquand and her daughter. T%e coach- 
man, fearing a collision, hauled his horses up 
short, throwing up the point ef the pole. At 
this Mr.. Routledge’s horse stopped short, then 
plunged, throwing. him over his heaa between 
the carriage herses, He struck on the iron-shod 
neckyoke of the pole, snapping it off like a piece 
wood and then fell tothe ground uuder the 
horses’ hoofs... Denohue at once sheered his 
horses 80 they would not trample or the pros- 
trate man, and Routledge, putting one hand on 
the hind foot of one of the horses and the other 
on the wheel ef the victoria, Grew himself out. 
He immediately got en his feet and walked 
Over to the side of the path, where he fainted, 
Officer Fanning of the Park Police, seeing the 
accident, summoned tie park ambulance, and 
had him removed to nis Lote).

ACOOUNTS KPT LOOSELY. 


THERE HAS LONG BEEN SLOVENLINESS 
AT LEAST IN THE MARKET BUREAU. 

Some more interesting testimony was given 
before the Commissioners of Acceunts yester- 
day. The special feature of it was the revelation 
thatsome of the predecessors of the present Com- 
missioners of Accounts knew that the accounts 
of the Market Bureau were kept in a loose fash- 
ion, yet toek no steps to introduce a proper 
system. This testimony was given by two for 


mer employes of the Commissioners. One of 
them, Majer Wiliiam Huncvek Clark, testified 
that he called the attention of Commissiener 
William P. Shearman in December, 1887, te the 
fact that the Market Bureau acceunts were 
kept'badly. Commissioner Shearman told him 
to inquire into them. Hespentone day in the 
work of tnquiry. He found that the booke of 
the bureau were kept in lead pencil, and he 
noted that Superintezdent Kelso was nerveus 
while he was going overthem. He reported to 
Gommissioner Shearmau that “things looked 
bad,” but the Commissioner transferred bim to 
another field of duty. 

Jebn B. Cavanagh testified that he was dis- 
gharged by Commissioners of Accounts Shear- 
nan and Adamson while he was making ap in- 
quiry into the affairs of the Burexu of City Rev- 
enue, of which the Market Bureau forms a part. 
The reason given for his dismissal was that the 
appropriation for the expenses of the Commis- 
sieners wae insufficient, but he bad discovered 
that reason to be false. Major Ciark avd Mr. 
Oavanagh were evidently nos inlove with ex- 
Commissioner Shearman, whois now the Super- 
visor of Accounts in the Controlier’s oftice. 

Market Colieetor David Barnets testitied that 
if he chose to keep part of the money he eol- 
lected he could do it without the Controller 
discovering it. There was no cheek on him. He 
explained an increase in his returns since the 
beginning of the inquiry by saying that mere 
farmers’ wagous now stand in Gansevoort Mar- 
ket than ever before. The other testimony re- 
vealed nothing new and the inquiry was ad- 
journed indefinitely.

Goodsell indignantiy denied the eharge and 
at once bedlam reigned, the friends and oppe- 
nents of the avoused dealer forming themseives 
in parties aud shouting their accusations and 
denials. Mr. Brown, the auctioneer, however, 
struck the lot from the list of sales and refused 
to seilit. Only 23 cases were sold. Mr, Lyon 
made the accusation on iniormation received 
from inspeetors of the #ruit Buyers’ Union, one 
ot whom was formerly employed and discharged 
by Mr. Goedsell, ‘he fruit will be replaced for 
sale to-day. Mr. Goodsell declares that one case 
of the 294 had become alightiy injured from 
bilge water on the voyage to this port, and, 
fearing the whole lot would sell poorly beeause 
ef this, he turned it upside down so'as to conceal 
it. He waa guilty of no intention to deceive 
aud deelares that unless a public retraction is 
made by the accuser he wiil seek redress from 
the courts.
